New York, February 12.—President 
Taft brought nis celebration of Lin- 
coln’s birthday to @ close here tonight 
with a political speech to the Re- 
publican Club, in which he hurled de- 
fiance at the democratic party, de- 
clared that it was his belief that the 
republicans would triumph next No- 
vember and made it plain that he had 
little sympathy with those of his own 
political faith who call themselves 
progressives, but who “are political 
emotionalists or neurotics.” 

His speech came almost at the end 
of a strenuous day that took him to 
Newark and Orange, N. J., and gave 
him six hours in New York in which 
to attend the political ginner and drop 
in at banquets of the Retail Dry 
Goods Association and the Graduates’ 
Club. Leaving for Washington late 
tonight, the president is due back in 
Washington early tomorrow. 

G. O. P, Leaders Present. 

Most of the prominent leaders of 
the party in the state were present at 
tonight’s banquet.

Flat Charge for New Serv- 
ice, and Meter System 
for Old. 


A new taxicab service, which its 
owners intend to make as mogern and 
complete as that boasted by any city 
in America, is to be installed in At- 
lanta. In fact, the cars have already 
been bought. It will be in operation by 


April 1. 

The line will be operated by the At- 
lanta Baggage and Cab Company, of 
which W. C. Wilson is president and 
general manager, who, ~in company 
with the passenger manager of the 
company, Andy N. Cook, has just re- 
turned from a visit to St. Louis, Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago, Milwaukee, Detroit, 
Buffalo, New York and Washington, 
where they studied taxicab conditions 
in each of these cities, and where they 
obtained pointers which, they say, will 
put the Atlanta service in a position 
to be compared favorably with any of 
the cities named. 

Ten Cars Bought.

Washington, February 12.—(Speeial.) 
Commissioner Franklin K. Lane, of the 
interstate commerce commission, who 
has been presiding over the inquiry 
in the express companies of the coun- 
try, stated today that 3,000 violations 
of law had been discovered in one 
day’s transactions of one express com- 
pany. 

The penalty for each 
$1,000. It is estimated 
cases could easily 
commission against the companies. 
The total fines would amount to 
$100,000,000, and would bankrupt these 
corporations. The commission will not 
go to this extremity, but will prose- 
cute a few cases for their moral effect.

Chicago Methodist Preachers 
Urge President to Check 
Vice at Washington. 


Chicago, February 12, — Chicago 
Methodist preachers decided to appeal 


to President Taft to improve allegea 
vice conditions at Washington, D. Cc, 
after hearing an address by Dr. Wilbur 
F. Crafts today. Dr. Crafts said con- 
ditions in Washington were a disgrace 
to the nation. 

“The red ight district of Washing- 
ton practically surrounds our capitol 
and is a national disgrace,” said Dr 
Crafts.

Other president. People in Washington 
Say that the vice district is not in the 
residential part of the city. No, it is 
rot among the rich, but among the 
poor. 

“Now is the psychological moment 
to strike with the inauguration of an- 
other president in sight,”

Washington, February 2.—Dr, 
Sun Yat Sen, first president of the 
Chinese republic, is a naturalized 
American. 

The department of commerce and 
labor so held in 1904 on the ground 
that Dr. Sun, who had been born in 
the Hawaltiian islands, had been en- 
dowed with American citizenship 
by the act of 1900 which provided 
a government for Hawaii and de-

PENSION SECRETS 
TO BE REVEALED 


The Taxpayers to View Sket- 
clons in the Closet 


Bill Before Senate to Make 


Public Names of All Pen- 
sioners—Sherwood $1-a-Day :

Washington, February 12.—(Special.) 
Publication. of the names and ad- 
dresses of the 900,000 pensioners now 
on the federal pension rolls, feeding on 
the bounty of the government, is pro- 
vided for in a bill offered by Senator 
Bryan, of Florida, and today adopted 
by the senate pension committee as 
an amendment to the Smoot substi- 
tute for the dollar-a-day pension bill. 

A howl of protest will now go up 


from a large group of these pensioners. 
For years the demand that the list 
should be made public has been met’ 
with the most stubborn opposition. 
The secrets of the pension office have 
been jealously guarded. There are tov 
many skeletons in that closet. Now 
Mr. Bryan proposes that the names, 
ages, places of residence, monthly pay- 
ments and length of service in the 
case of veterans shall be published as 
a part of the next annual report of 
the commissioner of pensions. 

“An inkling of the gigantic pension 
frauds now being practiced will be 
clearly disclosed if this amendment be- 
comes a law,’ said Senator Bryan. 
“When the public learns how many 
persons are on the rolls who ought 
not to be there, it will voice a general 
demand that the lists be purged. There 
are now on the pension rolls 570,052 
invalid pensioners, and 320,043 widows 
of Union soldiers, a total of 892,098.

public should arouse public suspicior

The 
arrests may take place tomorrow. 

Many officers in one labor union and 
one officer in each of two other unions 
are believed to be involved. 

Many cities in the east and in Ohio, 
Illinois and Missouri are said to be 
the points from which the federal au- 
thorities expect to receive reports of 
arrests. 

Most of the defendants: whose names 
have been kept secret but who have 
been under federal espionage since the 
indictments were returned a week ago, 
are reported, as now. being within 
reach. . 

A labor leader in Boston, several 
each in New York, «Cleveland And 
Detroit, at least five in Chicago, one 
each in Peoria, St. Louis, Kansas City, 
Mo., New Orleans, Philadelphia, Mil- 
waukee, Hartford, Conn., Buffalo, Cin- 
cinnati and about five men in Indianap- 
olis are believed to be among those in- 
dicted. Six indictments are said to per- 
tain to men living in Salt Lake City 
and west of there. 

Whether the arrests would take 
place tomorrow, United States District 
Attorney Charles W. Miller refused 
positively to state; but it was learned 
that such was the plan mapped out by 
the government tonight, and that it 
would be carried out unless some un- 
foreseen obstacle developed.

Washington, February 12.—Alleged 
political influence of Major Beecher B.

Taft Ordered Assignments. 

Paymaster General Whipple testified 
that Major Ray has established a rec- 
ord in the service for frequent changes 
in station. In thirteen years he had 
been successively stationed at eighteen 
points; whereas the average assign- 
ment of a paymaster at any station is 
between three and four years. 

Chairman Helm asked General Whip- 
ple if any of the assignments had been 
made at the direction of President 
Taft. 

“Yes,” he answered, “in 1909 the 
president asked that. Major Ray be 
sent to Atlanta, and in November, 1911, 
that he be sent to New York.”

CHEMICAL RAT 
SHARPLY SLASHED 


By the Bill Which Leader Un- 
derwood Will Present to 
Democratic Caucus.

‘ Washington, February 12.—(Special.) 
Chairman Underwood, of the ways and 
means’ committee, will submit to a 
democratic caucus on Wednesday, the 
bill for the revision of the chemical 
schedule just completed by the com- 
mittee and unanimously approved by 
the members. 

This is the first of the democratic 
tariff bills which, it is estimated, will 
increase the revenues of the country 
rather than diminish them. It re- 
verses the republican doctrine that ar-

ticles not. produced in the United States 
Shall be admitted free of duty. It re- 
duces the duties on competitive arti- 
cles and increases the duties on non- 
competitive articles. The average rates 
of duty in the bill amount to 16 per 
cent, as against an average of 25 per 
cent in the Payne law. The estimated 
revenue is from $12,500,000 to $16,000,- 
000 annually. 

Substantial increases are made in 
the duties on raw materials entering 
into the manufacture of coca-cola and 
chewing gum. The duty on house 
paints is cut from 50 per cent to an 
average of 20 per cent. The duty on 
perfumes is made higner. Of interest 
to cotton mills and other textile indus- 
tries, ig the cut. of 50 per cent in the 
duties on dyes and colors. Duties on 
tanningy extracts are also cut in half. 
On selfte of soda and potash, used in 
the making of paints and textiles, the 
cut is made to a 10 per cent basis from 
40 per cent. There is a cut in numer- 
ous oils used in general manufac- 
turing establishments from 30 and 40 
per cent. A duty of 1 ‘per cent is 
Placed on all spices not raised in this 
country, as foreign mustard, black and 
white pepper, olives. cifNMamon, etc. 
The duty on mustard and cayenne pep- 
per produced in this country is cut in 
half. The average rate of duty on 
spices is about 10 per cent. The du- 
ties on all habit-forming drugs is dou- 
bled, as, for instance, cocaine, opium 
and caffeine.

the republican army, to which the peo- 
ple of the provinces of China have re- 
sponded, the empire is seething like a 
boiling caldron, and the people are 
plunged in misery. 

“Yuan Shi Kai was, therefore, com- 
manded to dispatch commissioners in 
order to cenfer with the republicans 
with a view to the calling of a na- 
tional assembly to decide on the future 
form of government. Months have 
elapsed, and no settlement is now evi-| 
dent. 

“The majority of the people are in 
favor of a republic. From the prefer- 
ence of the people's hearts, the will 
of heaven is discernible. How could 
we oppose the desires of millions for 
the glory of one family? 

“Therefore, we, the dowager em- 
press and the emperor, hereby vest the 
sovereignty of the Chinese empire in 
the people. 

Yuan to Organize Republic. 

“Let Yuan Shi Kai organize to the 
full the powers of the provisional re- 
publican government, and confer with 
the republicans as to the methods of 
union, assuring peace in the empire 
and forming a great republic with the 
union of Manchus, Chinese, Mongols, 
Mohammedans and Tibetans. 

“We, the empress dowager and the 
emperor, will thus be enabled to live 
in retirement, free of responsibilities 
and cares, and enjoying without in- 
terruption the nation’s courteous treat- 
ment.’”’ 

At an audience yesterday the em- 
press dowager thanked Yuan Shi Kai 
for his successful efforts in obtaininss 
00d treatment for the imperial fam- 
ily from the republicans. The publica- 
tion of the edicts had given profound 
relief to every one in Pekin, both for- 
eigners and Chinese. The arrange- 
ment is considered a skillful compro- 
mise, and it is believed fhe terms will 
Satisfy the republicans. The first 
edict provide’ that the terms shall be 
communicated to the foreign legations 
for transmission to their respective 
sovernments, the object being to re- 
cord worldwide the republican pledges. 

Pledges by Republicans. 

In cOnsideration for abdication the 
republicans make the following eight 
Pledges to the emperor: 

First, the emperor shall retain his 
title and shall be respected as a for- 
eign monarch; second, he shall receive 
an annual grant of 4,000,000 taels unti) 
the currency is reformed, after which 
he shall . receive $4,000,000 Mexican: 
third, a temporary residence shall be 
provided in the Forbidden City, and 
later the imperia)} family shall reside 
in the summer palace, ten miles out- 
Side of Pekin; fourth, he may ob- 
Serve the sacrifice at his ancestral) 
tombs and temples, which will be pro- 
tected by republicen soldiers; fifth, 
the great tomb of the late Emper vr 
Kwang Hsu will be completed and 
the funeral ceremony fittingly ob- 
Berved at the republic’s expense; 
sixth, the palace attendants May be 
retained, but the-number of eunuchs 
cannot be increased; seventh, the em- 
peror’s property will be protected by 
the republic; eighth, the imperia] 
guards will be governed by the army 
board, the republic paying their sal- 
aries, 

A contended point, as to whether 
the throne shall be perpetuated or 
will terminate with the present emper- 
or's death, is not mentioned. Four 
pledges for the treatment of the im- 
perial kinsmen follow: First, the 
brinces, dukes ahd others having he- 
reditary titles shall retain their ranks; 
second, the nobility shall have the 
rights and privileges of ordinary citi- 
zens; third, their private properties 
will be protected; fourth, the nobility 
shall be permitted exemption from mi]- 
itary service,

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|BANK BOARDS ORDERED 


TO MEET WITH EXAMINERS 


Washington, February 12.—Comp- 
troller of the Currency Murray today 
ordered that boards of directors of na- 
tional banks hereafter.shall meet the 
federal bank examiners at evéry ex- 
amination to discuss the affairs of the 
institutions, especially their loans and 
discounts. In the large cities where 
the assembling of the directors may 
cause considerable inconvenience, the 
examiners have beén authorized to use 
their discretion in enforcing the new 
order unless some condition is found in 
the bank deserving criticism. 

In trying out the spirit of this reg- 
ulation, the comptroller today advised 
about 500 banks located in various 
parts of the country that their course 
in recently electing as a majority of 
their Loards, directors who are not res- 
idents of the places where the banks 
are located, was “objectionable.” 

“The directors,” he said, “are not 
conveniently available for monthly 
business meetings; they cannot meet 
to pass on all paper purchased or dis- 
counted; they cannot be readily con- 
vened should urgent necessity arise; 
and they cannot meet the national bank 
examiner when the bank is examined.”

Orders aggregating millions of dollars annually 
in value now go from this section to the north and east, whereas 
they could be“filled with perfect satisfaction in the south, if only 
the southern merchant knew of the commercial facilities practically 
at his very door. 

That is, however, only one phase of the practical gospel: which 
it is hoped will be materially advanced by this convention. The 
town and country merchant is one of the most important stones in 
the arch of the south’s commercial and agricultural fabric. By 
reason of his co-relations with farmer and banker, and on account 
of the credit system still largely prevalent in the south, his influ- 
ence over the volume and variety of farm products is essentially 
direct and far-reaching. 

Building upon this fact, the projectors of the convention have 
selected for discussion subjects relating to the reduction of the 
cotton acreage, the increase of corn culture, cattle and 
hog production and the creation of a spirit ‘of more hearty 
co-operation, not only as between the merchant and his customer, 
but equally between merchant and merchant. In other words, the 
convention deliberating in Atlanta this week is not called solely 
for the purpose of expanding the.trade of this city.

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A SOUTHERN SOCIOLOGICAL CONGRESS. 


Governor B. W. Hooper, of Tennessee, is to be commended 
upon originating the idea of a Southern Sociological Congress, 
projected for Nashville May 7-10. The two following paragraphs 
from the governor’s call will best illustrate the object of the con- 


gress: 

While the south’s financial, industrial and agricultural development is 
now being emphasized by her great leaders in those lines in the Southern 
Commercial Congress, questions of humanity must not be forgotten, if our 
development is to be symmetrical. 

In view of the foregoing considerations, I am calling the Southern Socio- 
logical Congress for the study of social, clvic and economic problems, to be 


composed of delegates from the sixteen southern states, to meet In Nashville, 


Tenn., May 7-10, 1912. 

As Governor Hooper accurately says, the National Conference 
of Charities and Corrections logically covers the purpose of the 
gathering he is promoting. But it is usually held in the north, 
attended generally by northern delegates and, as a.rule, does 
not shed satisfactory light upon the problems indigenous to the 
south. 

Social and civic service, which would, of course, be the main 
themes considered by a conference of this nature, have made vast 
advances in the south of recent years. If there could be organ- 
ized, as Governor Hooper suggests, a sort of clearing-house for 
the efforts and experiences of workers engaged in these lines, the 
states co-operating in such a movement would be _ distinctly 
benefited.

QUTLAWING REVOLUTION-MAKERS. 


The state department has laid down the principle, in a note 
addressed to Germany, that henceforth the United States will not 
protect those of its citizens who make investments in foreign revo- 
lutionary movements. The precedent is meant to apply to China, 
in the specific instance, but it 1s the evident expectation of the 
secretary of state that it shall be extended to include movements 
in all countries to upset the established order. It is also intimated 
that if all the powers give their assent to this principle a far stride 
will have been taken in the direction of universal peace. 

There are, of course, two sides to this, as to every other impor- 
tant diplomatic innovation. Followed out consistently, the pre- 
cedent thus fixed would discourage the undesirable outbreaks in 
the Latin-American countries to the south of us, and thus lead to 
more stable government. 

But it is hardly conceivable that the present revolution in 
China, which waked that empire from its long sleep, would have 
been able to assume formidable proportions had it not been for 
financial assistance extended by foreigners. It is fairly certain 
that the revolutionaries themselves lacked the funds to give the 
movement thrust and effectiveness, and they must have been 
materially aided by outside influences. 

It is not likely the policy thus enunciated by the state depart- 
ment will make an abiding impression on the great money-lenders 
of the world. When they see that the time is ripe for changing 
dynasties or governmental forms, they are likely to finance efforts 
toward that end regardless of the fact that they are outlawed, so 
far as obtaining indemnity is concerned. Capital, despite its repu- 
tation for conservatism, has always taken its risks in this respect, 
with rather a sportsmanlike cheerfulness. Few of the great suc- 
cessful wars of modern history could have been prosecuted had it 
not been for this factor. 

Should the American policy, therefore, be adopted: by other 
nations it is likely to have just two results: Choking off the smal! 
revolution-makers who are, after all, the most troublesome; caus- 
ing international financiers to investigate more carefully. before

Candler will erect on Forty-second 
street in New York wil] be character- 
istic of the scale upon which Mr. 
Candler usually goeg into.real estate 
development The building, according 
to New York newspapers, will stand 
as a4 monument even among the mam- 
moth structures of the metropolis, The 
building will be 78x100 feet and wily 
loom twenty-four stories high. 


Regarding the structure The New 


Description of Building. 

“Towering abowe its neighbors, 
there will be seen soon, in West For- 
ty-second street 
square, an investment monument to 
the builder of a progressive business 
enterprise of Dixieland. 

“Asa G. Candler, of Atlanta. Ga., has 
entered the field of real estate invest- 
ment in New York and will build on 
the site of the old Central Baptist 
church, at No. 220 to 234 West Forty- 
second street, an office and loft build- 
which will be one of the dis- 
tinctive landmarks of New York, The 
new structure will be twenty-four 
stories in height, forming a tower in 
Forty-second street, 78x100 feet 
in size, and having a sixteen-story ex- 
tension through to Forty-first street, 
where shipping facilities will be pro- 
vided. 

“All four sides of the main building 
will be treated alike with terra cotta 
ashlar and ornament carried to the 
roof, which will be of tile, surmount- 
ed by a steel staff about 350 feez 
from the ground. 

“The architects, Willauer, Sharpe & 
Bready, have used large scale archi- 
tectural motifs or units for the ex- 
terior, treateg in a style which is an 
adaptation of the Spanish renaissance.

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30,000 BALES SEA ISLAND 
COTTON AT VALDOSTA 


Valdosta, Ga. February 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Valdosta has for many years 
enjoyed the distinction ef being the 
largest inlang sea island or long staple 
cotton market in the world. Formerly 
this city received from 8,000 to 12,000 
bales of this species of cotton (or about 
one-tenth of the total crop). The out- 
look now is that all former records 
will be left behing at the close of the 
present season and that the receipts 
at the warehouses here will go very 
close to 30,000 bales, or about one- 
fourth of all the long staple cotton 
grown .in America. 

Receipts up to Saturday were ap- 
proximately 23,000 bales for this sea- 
son, against 14,850 bales to the same 
date last year. The receipts are daily 
growing lighter and it is not expected 
that much more good grade cotton will 
be received. A few farmers hav. held 
a portion of their crop back on account 
of the low prices which have prevailed 
almost the entire season, but as a gen- 
eral proposition the crop has been mar- 
keteg as fast as it could be picked and 
ginned. Within the last six weeks the 
price for the best grades has risen 
nearly 5 cents a pound and the men 
who have held their cotton have 
“struck it rich.”

WHITES AND NATIVES 
FORBIDDEN TO MARRY 


Berlin, February 12.—Dr. Solf, the. 
new secretary of state for the colonies, 
has issued an order forbidding in the 
future all marriages between whites 
and natives in the two Samoan islands 
belonging to Germany. Children of 
marriages heretofore legally contracted 
will be regarded as of white birth, but 
offspring of the other unions customary 
in the islands will be classed among 
the colored or native population. 

The order comes as a culmination of 
a long agitation against mixed mar- 
riages into which a large proportion of 
the white colonists and even of the 
imperial officials in’ German Samoa 
have entered, and which were tolerated 
and even protected by former adminis- 
trations in the colonial office. 

The institution is now regarded as a 
danger to German prestige in the is- 
lands, and even as a menace to the fu- 
ture of the colony, as, according to tRe 
official stand point, white colonists in- 
termarrying with natives very often 
sink to the lower cultural level of the 
aborigina] population, while the chil- 
dren, inheriting the bad qualittes of 
both parents, form cn undesirable ele- 
ment of the population.

The information, which comes from 
government sources, says Many were 
Slain on both sides, and that the fea- 
erals captured many prisoners. 

Captain Salgade, of the government 
troops, is reported to have been killed. 
Hernandez and his band are said to be 
in flight. 

Orozco was going to meet Hernandez 
with a flag of truce, the government 
claims, when the rebels fired upon him, 
and Orozco returned the fire. 

$300,000 for the Rebels. 

Abram Gonzales, constitutional gov- 
ernor of Chihuahua, and minister of 
zobernacion in the Madero cabinet, left 
El Paso on a special train today for 
-hihuahua to distribute $300,000 amon, 
the rebels in an effort to get them to 
iay down their arms. 

He enters the state following the 
issuance of a proclamation yesterday 
by Acting Governor Gonzales calling 
attention to the specter of American 
intervention unless trouble soon ceases 
in Mexico.

ed from missionaries to Korea that 
Japan is making efforts to stamp out 
Christianity there by torturing con- 
verts, closing mission schools and in- 
terfering with the work of the Amer- 
ican missionaries, of whom there are 
between three and four hundred in 
Korea, mostly under the boards of for- 
eign missions of the Methodist and 
Presbyterian churches.

ENGLAND WILL COLLECT 
TAX ON FOREIGN ESTATE 


London, February 12.—Legacy duty 
amounting to $300,000 must be paid on 
the estate of the late Consuelo, Duchess 
of Manchester, according to judgment 
delivered today

The suit was brought in connection 
with the fortune inherited from her 
brother, Fernando, by the late Con- 
suelo, Duchess of Manchester, who 
was a daughter of Antonio Yznaga de 
Valle. of Louisiana, and Cuba. Fernan- 
do left $2,000,000 to the duchess, and 
although the money was never brought 
to England, the British revenue au- 
thorities claimed legacy duty, which 
demand was resistted by the executors 
of the duchess’ will.

SHAW ROBBED HIS FIRM 
AND FLEES ACROSS SEA 


Portland, Maine, February 12.—A, W. 
Shaw, president and general manager 
of the A. W. Shaw Corporation, shoe 
manufacturers of Boston, has abscond- 
ed and is a self-confessed defaulter 
in a large sum from his company, ac- 
cording to an announcement made by 
receivers, who were appointed today, 

In a letter sent from Boston to J. 
Amick, of Freeport, his partner for 
twenty-two years and the heaviest 
stockholder, Shaw wrote that he in- 
tended to commit suicide in mid-ocean 

Shaw’s letter was mailed in Boston, 
February 6. 

He wrote that a year and a half ago 
he made $300,000 in the stock market 
and lost all in an attempt to make 
more, 

Hie said he had used the corporation's 
money, and as he was in ill-health he 
intended to board a tramp steamer 
bound for Europe and jump into the 
sea in Mid-ocean. He had no means, 
except a life insurance policy, which 
he directed that his wife collect. 

According to Receiver Amick, Shaw's 
shortage is a heavy one. The capital 
stock of the company is $300,000.

MINORITY AGAINST SALE 
OF SEATS IN U. S. SENATE 


Washington, February 12.—The mi- 
nority report from the senate commit- 
tee on privileges and elections, ad- 
verse to Senator Isaac Stephenson, of 
Wisconsin, probably will not be filed 
in the senate until Senator Kern re- 
turns to the city late in the,week. This 
report, Signed by Senators Kenyon, 
Lea, Jones, Clapp and Kern, will hold 
that the senate has a right to inquire 
into senatorial primaries ag well as the 
election itself.

Hill Says He Bought Ore Prop- 


erties for $4,000,000 and 
Allowed His Friends to Make 
Enormous Profits—Alabama 
Convicts and Steel Trust. 


Washington, February 12.—James J. 
Hill, chairman of the board of diree- 
tors of the Great Northern railroad, 
told the Stanley stee] trust investigat- 
ing cOmmittee today a story of him- 
self in the role of philanthropist to the 
Stockholders of the railway company. 

Mr. Hill told how he had bought 
properties for more than four million 
dollars, turned them over for that 
amount to the Lake Superior Compa- 
ny, Limited, as trustees for the rail- 
road stockholders, and presented the 
stockholders with pro rata certificates 
for the increased value of the prop- 
erty, which accumulated rapidly and 
amounted to millions. 


500,000.000 Tons of Ore. 
The railroad magnate was question- 
(ed at length regarding the lease of 
the Superior ore lands to the United 

States Steel Corporation for develop- 
ment, a lease which the corporation 
recently decided to cancel on January 
1, 1915. In this land there are esti- 
mated to be about 500,000,000 tons of 
ore which the steel corporation got 
; at $1 a ton. 
| “I wouldn’t take. $1 a ton for the 
‘ ore,” said Mr. Hill. 

The ore freight rate from the Lake 
Superior region to the Pit*sburg dis- 
trict, which the United States Steel 
Corporation recently reduced to 80 
cents a ton, Mr. Hill declared to be 
the cheapest in the country. 

“And it will be still lower, 
he. “The next rate will be 
cents.” 

“Why did they 
Was asked. 

“Why, I think the steel corporation 
just got scared to death,” he replied. 
“That’s all there is to it.” 

“But you get your royalty just the 
same?’ asked Representative Young. 
“And when the lease runs out you've 
got the ore?” 

“Yes,” Mr. Hill replied. “what dif- 
ference does it make? I'll have the 
ore, and it doesn’t go out of fashion 
and the fire risk is quite low.” 

Increased Value a Gift. 

Representative Gardner asked the 
witness why he had turned over the 
properties to the Lake Superior Com- 
pany for the benefit of stockholders. 
Mr. Hill declared the trustee company 
reimbursed him for what he had paid 
and the increased value was a gift to 
these Great Northern stockholders. 

“The trustee ccmpany paid me what 
I paid for the property. a little over 
$4,000.000, with 5 per cent interest,” 
said Mr. Hill. “These properties im- 
mediately took on considerable addi-

Alabama Convicts and Steel Trust. 

J. D. Oakley, president of the Ala- 
bama state ¢onvict board, who testl- 
fied before the committee today, de- 
clared that 350 state convicts usu- 
ally had been utilized each year by the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron Company, a 
subsidiary of the steel corporation, but 
this year, in the absence of a contract, 
the convicts had been turned over to 
a coal cOmpany. Officers of the steel 
company protested against this, and 
‘ George Gordon Crawford, the presi- 
dent, said that eventually the com- 
pany had intended to replace convict 
with free labor, but that such a change 
would take time and it was necessary 
to procure convicts for 1912, He de- 
clared the company should have been 
given an opportunity to bid for the 
convicts before they were turned over 
to another concern, adding that the 
Tennessee company had intended to 
bid higher rates than ever before. 

D. A. Reed, attorney for the steel 
corporation, read aie telegram from 
President Crawford, of the Tennessee 
company, stating that at the expira- 
tion of 1912 the company proposed to 
get rid of all convict labor. At. the 
present time the company had only 180 
county convicts employed.

TAFT IS COMPARED 
TO ABRAHAM LINCOLN 


Minn., February 12.— 
“The sanity and sensible metheds of 
the first republican president are 
shown by his successor today,” de- 
clared Representative McCall, of Mas- 
sachusetts, at the Lincoln Day ban- 
quet of the Young Men’s Republican 
Club, here tonight. “Instead of mount- 
ing a war horse and tilting to the 
sound of music against the trusts, the 
president is taking the only suitable 
and effective course.” 

Mr. McCall, for many years a repub- 
lican leader in the national house of 
representatives, recently declared 
against presidential third terms, in- 
cluding a reference to President Roose- 
velt’s declaration that he would not 
be a candidate for re-election. 

Meantime, said Mr. McCall, the 
president had been denounced by many. 

“It is true,’ he’ said, “thathe s not 
a political sleight-of-hand performer. 
He is unable to delight the multitude 
by swallowing swords, he cannot stand 
upon a stage and pretend to do one 
thing, while he is really doing an- 
other. But in the ser e that he is 
frank and open with the people, and 
that they are fully in his confidence, 
he is an excellent politician.” 

Mr. McCall vigorously defended the 
present tariff law. saying it secured 
adequate revenue, reduced the average 
ad valorem of duties on imports under 
any tariff law in any fiscal year since 
1843, except four abnormal years fol- 
lowing the civil war, and it made 
American merchandise exports rise 
above the §$2,000,000,000 mark. He 
praised the tariff board, and said that 
legislation based on its work would 
mean the ultimate elimination of the 
tariff from politics.

I have read the letter of ——— regard- 
ing Paymaster Ray, which you have 
shown me because in times past I had 
had a personal interest in the welfare 
of Major Ray.

“It seems to me that it would be wise 
to send General Garlington or a trusted 
assistant to inspect Ray’s accounts and 
those of his clerk, as well as the 
charges ——-— makes, and if the facts 
turn out to be as ———— states, to sep- 
arate - from Ray at once, 

“While Ray's conduct, if 
charges are true, could subject him to 
the severest condemnation, there seems, 
from - — language and telegram to 
be such a condemnation by him and 
his wife that it would be well to avoid 
the demoralizing scandal for the army 
involved in the court-martial proceed- 
ings, which would place a stigma on 
———- and Mrs. Which they 
could never recover from. 

Warning Ordered for Ray. 
“Ray could be told that his superiors

knew his fault, and have 
against it, and in the interest of his 
victims and the army, it was deemed 
best not to present it to a board, on 
the condition that he avoid such con- 
duct in the future. 

“These suggestions are upon the as- 
sumption that 
and that General Garlington knows 
them to be so. I do not favor court- 
martial proceedings in such cases 
where there is condonation, in order 
to prevent scandal. The army suffers, 
the parties suffer and only the prurient 
readers of such trials receive any ad- 
vantage. The discipline involved does 
not outweigh in its benefit for the 
army the injuries to the prestige of 
the army and the demoralization it 
causes. 

“You can show this letter to General 
Garlington and General Oliver, but I 
would prefer that it does not go on 
your official files. The course I suggest 
is the one it seems to me is best under 
the circumstances. 

“Major Ray did me some service of a 
political character years ago, at the 
instance of my brother, and he is dis- 
posed to assume much, too mugh, on 
that score. I wish him treated as any 
other officer in the service, and I woula 
make the same suggestion as to any 
army officer in a similar case.

The Suppressed Charges. 

A year later President Taft sent this 
letter to General Whipple: 

“The White House, Washington, July 
14, 1911.—My Dear General Whipple: tf 
write this that you may show it to Mr. 
Ray and Mr. Sweet, of the military 
committee. You have come to me at 
your own instance with the statemenr 
that you have learned that Mr. Sweet 
is indignant becausé@ he thinks he has 
been misquoted in regard to an omis- 
sion of two or three pages of the war 
are report called for by H. R. 
208, 

“The part of the record omitted re- 
fers to a change against Major Beecher 
B. Ray, of illicit relations with a cer- 
tain married woman, in respect to 
which I was consulted by you at the 
time the charge was made, and also at 
the time the resolution was passed. I 
suw Mr. Sweet in New Haven, and told 
him that I deprecated its being 
brought out, as I thought it would tend 
to blast the reputation of a married 
woman, who, as I understand, was liv- 
ing happily with her husband, and was 
not probably what the committee was 
searching for. I asked him to see Mr, 
Covington, who had prompted the reso- 
lution, and find if that part of the 
record might be omitted. 

“J understand from the secretary of 
war and also from General Wood that 
Mr. Sweet had consented to an omission 
of that part of the record, unless upon 
iis being brought to the attention of 
the committee, a full record was de- 
sired, and that in accordance with that 
understanding the particular pages of 
the récord were omitted from the re- 
turn until further notice was received 
from Mr. Sweet. 

No Misunderstanding Wanted. 


“TI do not desire any misunderstand- 
ing, and I wish that the whole record 
shall go to the committee, if the com- 
mittee desires it, and to know what the 
circumstances are. { will ask you, 
therefore, to take the pages of the rec. 
ord to Mr. Hay, the chairman of the 
military committee, and to Mr. Sweet, 
show them the pages and such cor- 
respondence, confidential or otherwise, 
referred to in the record. 

“You have also a letter from me 
written July, last, when you consulted 
mre about this matter, which I intended 
to be confidential and not to be put on 
the files, but I have no objection to 
your showing that letter to Mr. Hay 
and to Mr. , and if they desire to 
bring that out, you make make it a 
part of the record. You will please ex- 
plain to them the circumstances that, 
according to your understanding with 
me and the fact that Mr. and Mrs. 
were living together happily, and that 
appeals which he has made to you to 
withdraw his original letter, in which 
he made the charge, and then leave to 
these gentlemen the decision as to what 
course he shall take. 

“Very sincerely, 

“WILLIAM H. TAFT.” 

Messrs. Sweet and Covington, re- 
ferred to in the president's letters, are 
representatives in congress from Mich- 
igan and Maryland, respectively.

President Taft spoke as follows: 

“Men praise Lincoln today and at- 
tack the republican party, altogether 
forgetful of the fact that in Lincoln’s 
life the man and the party were so 
closely united in aim and accomplish- 
ment that the history of the gne is 
the history of the other. The truth 
is that the history of the last fifty 
years, with one or two exceptions, has 
been the history of the republican 
party. The progress that has been 
made has been made by the republican 
party in the legislative ang executive 
power entrusted to it by the people at 
large. 

“There are those who look upon the 
present situation as one full of evil 
and corruption and as a tyranny of 
concentrated wealth, and who in ap- 
parent despair at any ordinary remedy 
are seeking to pull down those things 
which have been regarded as the pil- 
lars of the temple of freedom and 
representative government and _ toe 
reconstruct our whole society on some 
new’ principle, not definitely formulat- 
ed and with no intelligent or intel- 
ligible forecast of the exact constitu- 
tional and svatutory results to be at- 
tained. 

Taft Has Visions of Anarchy. 


“With the effort to make the selec- 
tion of candidates, the enactment of 
legislation and the decision of courts 
to depend on the momentary passions 
of a people necessarily indifferenily 
informed as to the issues presented 
and without the opportunity to them 
for time and study and that delibera- 
tion: that gives security and common 
sense to the government of the peo- 
ple, such extremists would hurry us 
into a condition which could find no 
parallel except in the French revolu- 
tion, or in that bubbling anarchy that 
once characterized the South Ameri- 
can republics. Such extremists are not 
progressives—they are political em»- 
tionalists or neurotics, who have los: 
the sense of proporticn, that clear and 
candid consideration of their own 
weakness as a whole, and that clear 
perception of the necessity for checks 
upon hasty popular action which made 
our people who fought the revolution 
and who drafted the federal constitu- 
tion the greatest self-governing peo- 
ple that the world ever knew. 

Purpose of the Constitution. 

“The constitution was framed to give 
to all men equality of right before the 
law, and the equality of opportunity 
that such equality of right before the 
law was intended to secure. A review 
of the history of this country, with 
the mutations in the personal fortunes 
of the individuals that have gone to 
make up the people, will show that 
never in the history of the world has 
there been such equality of opportunity 
as in these United States, and it has 
been secured by upholding as sacred 
the rights of individual liberty and 
the rights of private property in the 
guaranties of the federal and state 
constitutions. 

“It has been said, and it is a common 
platform expression, that it is well to 
prefer the man above the dollar, as if 
the preservation of property rights had 
some other purpose than the assistance 
to and the uplifting of human rights. 
Private property was not established 
in order to gratify love of some mate- 
rial wealth or capital It was estab- 
lished as an instrumentality in the 
progress of civilization and the uplift- 
sar OF -WOO8. ‘s° « s
